Fit other , the comminKof Chriſt: vn- 
ro:whom, and wherefore hee ſhall come, 
m-the ſecond branch , Unto them that 
looke tor him, ſhall*hce appeare the ſecond 
time withont ſi1 vnto ſaluation. The firſt 
is for mee , being the dodrine.of Chriſt 
crucified , which onely is to bee preach- 
ed : forthetimealio, being the paſsion 
weeke, wherein cſpecially 1s to be medt- 
tated , and for this moſt Noble and Ho- 
nourable Audience , being Chriſtians , 
vyhich ſ{ceke ſaluation by Chriſt cruciti- 
ed, and no vvhere elſe : and thercfcre 
contenting my ſelfe vvith the firſt part at 
this preſent, by Gods grace and your 
Honourable permiſs1on, I am to handle 
the Paſs1on of Chriſt: briefly, to auoyd 
tediouſneſle : plainely, to cdife all; truly, 
© outofthe Scriptures : and, I hope com- 
fortably,both to you,and my ſelfe ; in this 
order, Firſt,I will touch the things vvhich 
went before his Croſle, not all;but ſome : 
Secondly, what he ſuffered on the Crofle , 
and what chanced about the time of his 
Paſs:ion, Thirdly , what good wee haue 


by 
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by Chrifts Paſsion, and how wee ſhould _ 


meditate thereon. That the Treatiſe may 
bee to the glory of Go n; I beſeech 
you , let vs 1oyne in hearty prayer. vnto 
God. Jared 
 OeAlmoghtie,chc, 
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HE bloudy and bitter paſsi1on-of 

our Lord and Sauior Tefus Chriſt, 
Godand man, inthe ſix and twen- 

tith, and ſcuen and twentith Chapters of - 
S. Mathew,is largely and comfortably dif. 
courſed. How he was betrayed by ſudas 
with akifſe, accuſed of the Iewes , con- 
demned vnder Pontius Pilate, and. cru, 
cified betweene two Malefacors ; his 
Saule being troubled, in heart gricued; 
and his body tormented with the nay- 
ling ofhis bleſſed Hands and Feet, with 
the piercing of his gracious Side, with 
the ſhedding of his moſt glorious and 
preciousbloud. So the Sonne of G o D, 
the Lord of Glory , the Prince of peace, 
vvas intreated of miſcrable Miſcreants, 
So hee, which knew no ſinnegyas made a 
@crifice for our ſinnes. N the yayle

pen and the bodies of Saints (which (lept) 
aroſe; if the Earth did tremble , and the 
ſtones clauc aſunder when this was done: 
how can it bee, but that wee ſhould bee 
moued, when this is preached?Our hearts 
may tremble to thinke of 1t , fo may our 
tongues to ſpeake of it ; yet may wee re. 
joyce im Cyr 15s:T crucified, that by 
the vertuc of his Paſs:1on our ranſome 1s 
payed, our wounds healed, ſatisfaftion 
for- our ſinne made, Dcath conquered, 
Satan ſubdued ; Hell onercome, Sinne 
killed, God paciticd, and weetohim re- 
conciled, Eo 

-. And naw tobeginne with thoſe things 
which went before his Crofle : may wee 
not thinke his ſuffering 'was exceeding 
great, :when he{weat bloud? and that did 
Chriſt in mount Olives, beinginan ago. 
thy, kneeling -downe deuontely;, and 
praying moſt:carneſily, It is an viuall 
thing fora man inanguiſh to {weat : but 
toſweate blond, and toſweat it'in fach 
ner, es cucen'droppes like bloud 
thould trickle from his tody vpon the 


Ground, 
'T®.-._ 
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Ground, this isnot an vſual! thing : this 
was a ſtrange thing : this was proper to 
Chrilt ; this declared griefe vnſpeakable, 
paine intolerable, And did Chriſt ſhed 
drops of bloud for our ſinnes , and can- 
not wee ſhead one teare for the ſame? O 
that my head werea Wellof Water,and 
my eyes a Fountaine of teares , that I 
might bewaylerhe ynthaukfulneſle of the 
World ! 

The matter which hee had in hand 
was waighty ; the worke, which he had 
to accompliſh , was great ; the confli&, 
ſtrong ; the enemies , mighty ; their af... 
ſaults, many. The worke waggmans re. 
demption ; the confli& was with»Sinne, 
with Death , with Satan,with Hell, with 
the Law , and with the wrath of God, 
And would not thoſe enemies, ſo many 
innumber, ſo mighty in power, ſo ter. 
rible to behold , make a man to feare, to 
tremble , and to {wear ? If Chriſt had 
beene meere man, he couldnot haue en. 
countred with them : but being Godand 
man, did encounter with themall, oner. 
came them all, led them captiue all, and 
hath triamphed ouer them all , though -

it. coſt him droppes of bloud, with ſtrong 
cryingand teares, What ſay I drops of 
bloud ? 1t colt him more, that which 
was deareſt vnto him, his life, before he 
could bring vnder ſo mighty enemies as 
man had, and accompliſh ſo painefull a 
worke as Redemption is, and pacifie fq 
greata perſon as is the moſt High, AL 
mighty andeuerliuing God. O man, re- 
member the droppes of bloud which 
Car1sr ſhedfor thy ſake, for thy ſinne, 
for thy ſoule, andforrhy ſaluation :: loue 
him for it; thanke himfor it ; ſerue him - 
for it all the ayes of thy life. And thus 
much for the ſuffering of Chriſt in mount 
Olines. | 

Secondly , wee may concelue, his ſuf- 
fcring was cxcecding great , when being 
forrowfull and gricuouſly troubled, hee 
ſaid ; e 1) foule' is heauy, enen vnto death, 
When hee' fell on his face , and prayed 
thrice : O my Father ,f it be poſſible , let 
this (up paſſe from mee + Tmeaning his 
bitter paſsion, not that he was vnwilling 
to take it, ( for inall things hee ſubmitted 
himſelfe to his heauenly Father ) but 


thoſe earneſt ſpeeches declared the heauy 
Cs . burden 
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burden of ſinne, which lighted on him , 

the painefull griefe which hee indured , 

the.grieuous paine' which hee ſuffered, 

the great torments and terrours which 
hee ſuſtained for our ſakes. The ſoule 

of CyR1sT was from heauen hea. 
uenly necuer beſpotted with any vncleane. 
neſſc, but pure without corruption : not. 
withſtanding, it was heauy and touched 
with the feare of death , in conſideration 
of our ſinne which hath deſerued death, 
with an infinit number of miſeries be. 
ſide, all which lighted vpon that inno. 
cent Lambe , ( which neuer diſpleaſed 
God, nor offended man) that by his 
{tripes wee might bee healed. And what 
an hell, thinke wee, was Chriſt in, when 
he prayed thrice moſt feruently , to haue 
that bitter Cuppe paſle from him ? No 
doubt hee felt the waight of finne , the 
wrath of G © Þ againlt it, the juſtice of 
Go» requiting puniſhment for it , the 
power of the Law pronouncing con- 
demnation to it, the force of Dearh, the 
tyrannic of Satan , the torments of hell, 
which no tongue can expreſſe , nor heart 
conceive, And this made Chriſt to ſay 
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xn anouith of Spirit: My ſoule 1s very hea- 
u7,ecucr onto the death. - And to praythree 
runes :O my Father gf it be poſſible, let this 
exp paſſe from mee: yer to ſhew,that there. 
fore hee came into theworld, and that he 
was content to dye, he ſubmitted his will 
to Gods, faying:I euertheleſſe,nor as f Will, 
unt as thou Wilt. 

Thirdly,he was betrayed by one of his 
owne, Jadas by name, a 1udas inheart,a 
 Zudarintongue, a 7udas in deed, came to 
him with a Judas kiſſe , ſaying : Hayle 
A4after , and betrayed Chrilt. O beafktly 
traitcrous beaſt, to betray. thy Maſter , 
and that vnder colourof friendſhip with 
akifſe, I fay to betray thy Maſter, whom 
thow waſt bound to defend, and ough-. 
teft to haue loued. It was too much for 
any Barbarianto haue done ; but for thee 
which diddeſt call him Maſter , which 
didft beare his bagge , which didſt fitat 
his Table, which wait conuerſant with ' 
him , todoe it, was a [udas tricke, indeed 
roo tootraiterous , ſhamefull and beaſt. 
ly. ' But what will not the defire of: mo- 
ney doe:? What will you gine mee: ( laid 
7=das ) aad f Will deliver him vato you bo 
| wW 


will deliner-him vnto you ; but firſt 1 
muſt know what you will giue me. 7udas 
rooke part with the Jewes, !udas betrayed 
Chriſt, 1das damned himſelfe, and all 
for what will you giue me ? but what did 
his money him good, when hee had loſt 
Chriſt, loſt Heauen, loſt his Seule, and 
damned himſelfe? But what was the end 
of this? When 7udas ſaw he was condem. 
ncd , he repented himſclfe , hee brought 
againe the thirty pieces of fiſuer to the 
chiefe Prieſts ard Elders, he ſaid; 7 hae 
frazed, betraying the innecent bloud: hee caſt 
downe the filuer pieces in the Temple, he - 
departed, and went and hanged himſelfe. 
Hanging was the end of fudas; a fit end 
for ſucha Traytor. But that isnor all, hee 
hangs in hell perpetually for it, and hee 1s 
ſerued as he deſerued, molt juſtly, For, 
bloud will hauebloud ; but did 1das rc- 
pent? ſo is the Text, he repenrted, and he 
{aid : I haue ſinned, betraying the inno- 
cent bloud. He did not repent truely, for. 
then, hee would nat haue hanged him- 
ſclfe. The word Repentance vvas inhis 
mouth, but the thing was not 1n his 
Heart ; vvithin him yvas a tormenting 

ow con- 
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conſcience, which did accuſe, iudge and 
condemne him , which did ſet before his 
eyes the haynouſneſle of his fat, the 
gricuouſneſſe of Gods wrath, imdge. 
ment without mercic , Hell fire without 
redemption; This deſperate mind made 
himto depart from the company , to 
rake an halter and hang himſelfe. See 
the force of conſcience in fudas : WMa- 
la conſcrentia deliftornm-onoſtrorumy., teſts, 
waex, tortor, carcer, accuſat, indicat, con- 
Feat >: Ancuill conſcience 1sa witnes; 
a ludge, a Yormentour, apriſon of our 
finnes : 1t doth accuſe, indge and con- 
demne. 

What thing more gricuous, then day 
and night to carry abourſuch a witneſle, 
Indoe, Tormentor , and priſon? 'O1a 
poreſt homo fugere prater cor ſuum : Nam 


queocunrgue vadit , conſeientia eum non dere- 


{:rquit. A man may auoyd all things but 


his -owne heart : for whitherſocuer hee 
gocth,it gocth with him, either to excuſe 
oraccuſe, which are the effe&s of con- 
ſcience. The teſtimony of a good con- 
ſcience isa precious tewel; and as Salonn 
faith, a continuall feaſt, becauſe it maketh 
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a man alwayes merry, The puttingaway 
of a good conſcience cauſerth ſhipwracke 
of faith, as in Himeneus and eAlexandey. 
Happy. therefore is he , which can truely 
{ay with thatele& veſlſell S, Pax! : Herein 
I endeuour my ſelfe to haue alwayes a 
cleere conſcience towards God , and 
towards men : for if our heart condernne 
vs, God 1s greater then our heart, and 
Kknoweth all things ; but if ourheart con- 
demnevs not, then haue vvee boldneſle 
towards him, and whatſqener we aske in 
faith, vvece receiue of him. A ſicke conlc1- 
ence can no Phiſician in the world cure, 
but that heauenly Phiſician Chrilt Jeſus 
To him therefore let vs refort withallhn. 
militie. But to /ndas againe. What will 
you giue me, and I will deliuer himvnro 
you ? The deſire of money is the- roote 
of all mifchiefe. They which are'poyſo- 
ned with it,doe ere from the faith. They 
pierce themſclues thorow vvith many 
ſorrowes , they fall into temptations, in- 
ro ſnares, into many fooliſh'and noyſome 
laſts, - vvhich drowne men' in perdition 
and deſtru&tion. But men of God' mult 
fce thoſe things, and follow after rights 

- .. ouſnes, 


ouſneſle, godlineſſe, faith, loue, paticnce 
meekenefſle, laying hold of eternall lite , 
whereunto they are called. By the end 
of 7udas , let feruants rake heede thar 
they betray not their Maſters. For trea. 
fon and rebellion moſt commonly hauz 
2 ſhamefull end. Such is Gods tuſt iudee- 
ment. Let Maſters alſo beware, that 
they truſt not cuery ſeruant roo farre , no 
not though hee bee of his houſhold , and 
pretend good will, and ſeeme truſty. E- 
nen fo did Judas : yet was hee in truth 
but a Seemer, a Difſembler, a Traytour. 
For as there is no gricfe , to that of the 
minde, no lofſc, to that of like, no feare, to 
that of deſtraRion : ſo there is no ene- 
my, toa diflembling friend, no treache- 
ry,tothat which one of a mans own may 
practice. | 
Here'is 7«das for an example : one of 
Chritts Apoſtles, and of his houſhold (as 
I may ſay) one that asked, Maſter, IsitT ? 
one thar kiſſed him, and ſeemed as truſty 
as any the reſt. Yet for all that, he was but 
2 /udas,a halter, aCloaker a Diſfembler,2 
Traytor.A!! 1s not hony that is ſweet, net- 
ther is all gold that gliſters : ſo is not cuery 
one 
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one. a true ſcryant' that ſaith, :Maſter - 
?udas wasa doable fellow , hee had one 
queſtion to Chriſt, anotherto the Tewes: 
ro Chriſt, Maſter,is it I? but: to the Tewes, 
What will you gue me;and/] will delinec 
him vato you +? This queſtion: of /4as , 
forthe firit part is very rite- inthe world 
at theſe dayes :I will doe you a pleaſure, 
but what will yorrgiue me for my paines? 
I will lend you;aſumme , but what vyui 
you giue me for. intercſt ?'T' willlet you 2 


 pleceofland, but what will you giue me 


fora good ting? 'Hee that will giue molt 
ſhall hang it: So all is, Whar will you giue 
me?and little without what will you gine 
m<2 Bur let them vie 1t as long as chey 
WII, it is but [adas his queſtion. Chriſti- 
an charitie acketh rio ſuch queſtion, and 
yet it is readyto pleaſure and/tolend. And 
thus much touching the treacherieof /x- 
aas. T will:omt for brewities{ake many 
circumſtances; as that: all his Diſciples 
forſooke him, and fledde like Cowards, 
when they ſaw Swords and Staues againit 
him, that Cazaphas the high Prieſt accaled 
him of blaſphemic , that the people ſpar 
on him, and (mote him with rods, that 

W' Peter 


Peterdenyed him with aye, with an oath, 
with a curſe.. Icome- to.Pontins Pilate 
the Gonernour. This man ,/ though hee 
knew well, that for enuy they had deli. 
uered him , though. his: Wife {ent vnt6 
him vpon the Iudgement ' {eat to haue 
nothing to doe with that Tuſt man; 
, though hee found no cauſe of death in 
him : yet like a naughty:man, and timo. 
rous Tudge , hee let goe an arrant theefe , 
Barabbas, anddeliuered Teſus to be craci- 
fied, and then before the multitude tooke 
water and waſhed hishatds;dayine ; I am 
innocent of the bloud: of that hes: man : 
Hee confeſſed him a lufttman, Why then 
did hee giue ſentenc&qamhim ? Heſaidhe 
was innocent of his bloud z.and yet (did 
' conſent to ſhed it. Nojz'mp; Pare was 
guiltic of Chriſts deathly; aqd:could: not 
ſhift himſelfe of it , by taking warer-and 
waſhing his hands. What:@& matter was 
this, Barabbas to bee 'preferred before 
Chriſt ;a murrherer let goc,and an inno- 
cent perſon ſcourged ? But {ee:ermy, they 
enuied Chriſts vertues, /nuidta eft 1irturis 
comes. If Pilate had beenc'a. good man, 
finding no cauſc of death in- Chriſt, hee 
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glory. Bur yet 1gnorance excuſed not; 
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would haue ſtood with him to death.and 
not for feare, or any other carnall reſpe&, 

haue condemned him. After the Sout:. 
diers tooke him in the common hall, firſi 


they ſtrippedhim, then they put abour 


him a robe of Scarlet, on his heag they 
ſet a crowne of thornes; in his right hand 
they puta reed, before him they bowed 
their knees 1n mockage, ſaying; Anc Rex 
TIudcoram, Afterwatd they ſpiton him; 
and with a reed ſmote him on the head. 
Thus when they had mocked him, they 
tooke the robe from him, and put” his 
owne rayment on him,and led him away 
to bee crucified. What villany was this ? 
Chriſt beingGod, could hane ſtayd their 
furie,yea, haue ftrucken them ſtarke dead 
witha word : but hee would not for our 
ſakes, ;}fthoſe ſouldiers had known what 
they did, with whom they dealt, whoſe 
Sonne he was, from whence he came, and 
whither he would, what power he had, 
they would haue fayed themſclues : but 
being full of ignorance, they did vvhar 
they did, - For had they knowne , they 
would not haue crucified the L o D of 
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The Paſsion 
For ignorance in thoſe which would not 
vnderitand,without doubt isa ſinne: ig- 


'* norance in thofe which could nor vnder. 


{tand, 1s a puniſhment for ſin ; neyther is 
excuſable, both are damnable, We haue 
heard vvhart Chriſt ſuffered before hee 
came to his Croſſe, thathe ſweat drops of 
bloud in Mount Olives , that being for. 
rowſull he prayed earneſtly to haue thar 
bitter cuppe paſle from him, that he was 
betrayed by ludas with akifſe, that hee 
was forſaken of all his Diſciples, that he 
vvas accuſed by Cazaphas for a blaſphe. 
mer, that he was denied by Perey thrice, 
that hee was condemned vnder Pontius 
Puatc. 

It fo!loweth that I ſpeake of his ſuffe. 
ringon the Crofle, Chriſt being on the 
Crofle ſuftered reproch of the paſlers by , 
of the Prieſts, Scribesand Phariſes, and 
of the theeues, The paſlers by wagging 
their heads , reuiled him, ſaying : Thuu 
that deſtroycdſt the Temple of God,and 
buildedit it in three dayes: Ifthou be the 
Son of God,come down from the Crofle. 
Likewiſe, the Prieſts,Scribes,Elders,and 
Phariſcs mocked him, ſaying : He ſaued 
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others, buthimſclfc can he not ſave: if he 
be rhe King of 1fracl,let him come down 
from the Crofle , and wee will beleeue 
him. The theeues alſo, both at the firſt, 
calt the ſame thing 1n his teeth, Chriſt 
indeed ſaid ; Deſtroy this temple,and in 
three daies I will raiſe it vp againe. The 
lJewes miſtooke him : they meant that 
great Temple in Hieruſalem, vvhich had 
been a building forty and fix yeeres ; bur 
he mcant the Temple of his body,that af< 
ter they had deſtroyed;mangled;and kil- 
led it, hee would raiſe it from death the 
third day; asintruth he did, + 

Now, ifthey had vnderſtood him , 
they would nener haue mocked him 
with that ſaying : but ſeeing him toriſe 
againe, haue contefled him to be the Son 
of God. The wicke4 prieſts,Scribes,and 
Phariſcs mocked him, ſaying: He faued 
others but he cannot ſaue bumſelfe : If he be 
the King of 1 ſrael, let him come downe from 
the Crofie, and we Will beleexe hims, Chriſt 
indeed faued others, all, that belecued in 
him, from the guilt of ſinne, from eter- 
nall death; from the tyranny of Satan , 
from the curſe of the law,from the _— 
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of God, Himſclfe alſo he ſaued,in that he 
got the victorie, and roſe againe thethird 
day: but theſe blind Prieſts, Scribes and 
Phariſes vnderſtood not this, and there- 
fore they mocked him withit. 

- - Moreouer , Chriſt could haue come 
down from the Croſſe if he would, but he 
knew itnot to beexpedient. Hee would 
not veeld totheir fancies ; ifhe had come 
down, they would haue belecued himne- 
nera whittne iooner ; ſome would haue 
{aid he did it forfeare of death : ſome, ta 
ſhew what he could do : ſome for one re- 
ſpc&, {ome for another. And therefore 
Chriit knowing this, yeelded-not vnto 
them, bur went forward with the worke 
he had in hand, which was, by his Croſle 
to appeaſe the-wrath of God, to ſatisfie 
his 1uſtice, tomake him fayonrable vnro 
finners, by offeringa full and perfect ſa- 
crifice once for all ; and therefore hee 1s a 
Prieſt, not according tothe order of Aa- 
ro , Which by imperfe&ion did neede a 
ſucccſ51ue, but accordingto the order of 
e-Aelchiſedee, and that for euer. 

To proceede, from theſixt houre ta 
theninth, there was darkneſfle ouer - = 
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land, for the Sunne was darkned. About 
the ninth houre, Icſus cryed with a loud 
voyce, Ely, Ely, Lamaſabattan: My God, 
My God; Why haſtthou forſaken mee > 
Behold the paſsion of Chriſt. Hee cryed, 
with aloud voice hee cryed, vnto heauen 
he cryed, as one forlorne hee cryed :: My 
God, my God, why'/haſt thou forſaken 
me? No tongue can expreſle , nor heart 
concelue the pangs, the paines , the pu- 
niſhment which he ſuffered. For the time 
the painesof the damned , the torments 
of hell fellypon him , which we for our 
finnes had deſerned , and ſhould .haue 
{uffered for euer and cuer in hell, had not 
| hee ſuffered on the Croſſe. What terror 
| wasthisto behold, manin his fall, God 
in his wrath, ſinne inhis deſert, the lawe 
in his curſe, the diuell in his tyranny, Hell 
in his torments ? what terrour was this ? 
God in his vvrath is aconſuming fire, 
Man in his fall is a loſt caſt-away, Sinne 
| In his deſert is a damnable thing, the 
Lawe in his curſe 1s a heauie thunderbolr, 
the diuell in his rage 1s very terrible , Hell 
in his torments 1s intolerable. And what 
a terrour was this? Theſe things ChriQ. 
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did behold, nay:did ſuffer, and the paine 
did make him cry aloud, My God, 
God, why haſt thou forſaken me? not 
that G o Þ forfooke Chriſt at any tune ; 
but this ſpeech declared that conf! , 
that terrour, that torment , whichno 
creature beſide conld haue endured. For 
It colt more to redeeme ſoules , ſo that a 
man muſtlet that alone for cuer, Then 
moſt true 1s that Article of our Creede : 
He deſceded into hell,for the time he ſuffe. 
red the paines of hell, together vvith the 
extreame ſhame , as the viAorie of ſor. 
rowes, whilſt being held in the graue 
vhtill the third day, he layas 1t were op. 
prefled of death. The vertue of his paſsi- 
on reacheth downe to hell, to redeeme 
mankinde from the paines of hell vyhich 
tice had deſerued , to ouer-throw Satan 
the prince ofhell, to diſſolue his workes, 
which are ſinne, and death, to dehuer 
mankinde which are vnder his ſubie&i- 
on, to purchaſe for him Gops fauour, 
forgiueneſſe of finnes, and cternall life, 
Chriiton the Crofle offered vp his ſoule 
& body, a ſacrifice to ſaueour ſoules and 
bbadies, On the Croſſe hee ſuffered in 
ſoule 
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ſoule and body ro make ſatisfaction for 
our ſtunes committed in ſoule and bo. 
dy. And the ſuffering in both awas fo 
great, that he cryed aloude ; My God,my 
G'od, Why haſt thou forſaken mee ? In that 
he ſaid, My God, witha repetition, he 
aſlured himſelie ſtill of his fauour , of his 
proteGion, and of deliuerance by that 
ſpecch, hee deſpayred nor, but expreſſed 
the greateſt ſorrow , the heautelt paine 
that could be endured, for the redempt1. 
on of mankind. Wee haue heard what 
a notable ſacrifice Chriſt off-red on the 
Crofle,not the bloud of goares or calues, 
but his owne bloud to purge our conſct. 
ences from dead workes, ta ferue the li. 
ning God. This is that ſacrifice which 
was figured by the Paſchall Lambe, by 
the brazen Serpent lifted vp in the wil. 
dernefſe, by the whole burnt facrifice,by 
the peace offering. A remembranceof 
this ſacrifice, 1sour communion of bread 
and wine , the one repreſenting Chrilſts 


body rent, the other, his bloud ſhed for 


ourſinnes. This is that ſacrifice whereby 
eAbel, Noe, eAbraham, fſaac,and facob, 
all the faithfull Patriarchs and Prophets, 
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all the belecuing perſonsfrom the begin. 
ning were ſaued, For, CH R15T isthe 
Lambelaine from the beginning of the 
world. Slaine in the figure, inthe pur. 
poſe of God, in the vertue of his paſsion 
from the beginning of the world. Then 
is Chriſt ſlaine to euery one, when hee 
belecucth him flaine. Icſus Chriſt yelter. 
day, and to day, the ſame for euer. From 
the beginning of the world to his aſcen- 
{1on, that is yeſterday ; from his aſcenſi- 
on tothe common reſurrection, that 1s,to 
day; from the common reſurreQion, for 
cuer heisone. Therefore one faith, one 
Religion, one kinde of Sacraments in 
ſubſtance, one way to heauen from the 
beginning,one {pirituall meate & drinke, 

Our Fathers did all cate the ſame ſpiritu-. 
all meate vvhich wee eate, and dranke 
the ſame ſpiritual drink which we drink. 
They dranke of the rocke which tollow- 
cd them, and the rocke was Chriſt. For 
though they did cate Manna, and dranke 
water out of the rocke; yet the faithfull 
ſpiritually did feede on Chriſt ; becauſe 
that vitible meate they vnderſtood ſpiri. 


tally, they hungred after 1t ſpiritually,

ZBertramus ſayth; that our fathersdid cate 
the ſelfe ſame ſpirituall meate which wee 
cate: becauſe one and the ſame Chriſt 
fed the people in the wilderneſſe vvith 
his fleſh , and refreſhed them vvith his 
bloud, ani now feedeth the faithfull in 
the Church with the Bread of his bodie, 
and refreſheth: them with the Water of 
his bloud. But what is it toeate the fleſh 
of Chriſt ? Itis toreſt vpon him vvith 
a ſuretruſt, by his grace, ſpirit, preſence, 
to be fed, nouriſhed.ſuſtayncd to eternall 
life, Or as Chriſt himſelfe ſayth :'He thar 
cateth my fleſh; anJd drinketh my bloud , 
abideth in mee, and:-I jahim. To cate 
thefleſh of Chriſt, and drinke his bloud, 
1s to abide 1n Chriſt, and to haue Chriſt 
abiding in vs. 'And therefore,.S. Augue 
ſimeſayth ; Hee thar abides not in Chriſt, 
and in whom Chriſt abideth nor, eateth 
not ſpiritually the fleſh of Chritt , al- 
though viſibly and carnally hee prefleth 
with his teeth the: Sacrament of. the bo. 
dy and bloud of Chriſt: but rather ea. 
teth the Sacrament of fo. greata thin g ro

his condemnation. Whereby 1tmay ap. 
peare,that we at this day preach the ſ(clfe 
ſame Goſpell, ; which was in the begin. 
ning of the world ; that is, wee preach 
Chriſt crucified, which was opened to 


Our firſt Father in Paradiſe , renewed to 


Abraham, and all the Patriarches, figured 
by all the ſacrifices of the Lawe, witneſ<- 
ſedby the Prophets, poynted vnto by 
fobns Bapriſh, preached by Ieſus Chriſt 
himſelfe, and deliuered by his Apoſiles, 
And therefore it is molt true,ancient,ca- 
tholike and apoſtolike. 

Now to the things which hapned a. 
bout the time of his paſs1on : the granes 


did open; the dead bodies which ſhept a- 
roſe; the vayle of the Temple did rent 


intwaine from the top tothe bottome; 
the carth did tremble; the ſtones did 


cleaue aſunder. Theſe things declared 


that a notable perſon ſuffered , yet the 
lIewes werenot touched. Theſe vnſenfi. 
ble creatures were moued, yct the Jewes 
hearts werehardned. The C-nturion , 
when he ſaw what was done , glorified 
God, ſaying: Of « ſurety this man was 


ft, The Souldiers that watched him , 
| when 
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when they ſaw the Earth-quake, andthe 
things that were done , feared greatly, 
ſaying: Truly this was theSonne of God. 
A confeſs1on to the glory of God, to the 
comfort of themſclues, to the prouing of 
a Sau1tour,and to the terror of the Iewes. 
This man whom yee haue contemned , 
whom ye haue condemned, whom yee 
haue reuiled , whom ye have ſcourged , 
whom ye haue crucified , truely was the 
Sonne of God, The renting of the Tem- 
ple, the quaking ofthe earth, the clea. 
uing of the ſtones, the opening of the 
grauecs, the riſmg of the dead doe proue, 
that truely hee was the Sonne of God , 
and without all doubt a iuſt man. A iuſt 
man indeed; For in his heart wasneuer 
euill thought,ont of his mouthneuer pro. 


R ceeded euill word, with his body hene. 


uer wrought il]. deede ; but in heart hee 
was alwaics tener and louing, in word 
gentle and meek, in dealing iuſt and vp... 
right ; yet was hee accuſed, condemned, 
and put to a moſt ſhamefull death, the 
death of the Croſle, as a moſt notorious 
Malefa&tour. And all this was done, to 
worke that great work of mans redemp- 

tion, 
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tion. Heete come in; certaine queſtions, 
The-firſt is, vvhether Chriſt could -haue 
deliuered himfeife from their hand-2, The 
anſwereis, He could. For he is Got om- 
nipotent-; but hedidnot, that the Scrip. 
cures might .bee-fultitled,, that our re. 
demption might-bee made, that our fal. 
uation might, be accompliſhed. The ſe- 
cond queſtion is,whether the Iewes were 
to be excuſed, ſeeing it. was the good will 
of God that Chriſt ſhould dye 2? Thean- 
{were is; Inno wiſe : Becauſe they did it 
of 1gnorance., -enuic and malice. And 
whereas. good came thereby to mankind, 
that was tg-bee aſcribed to Gods good- 
nes, which didturne theit.finne to a good 
end. News ram bonus eſt, vt ex malis elicrat 
vona; Gadis fo good, that he turnes cwull 
to go0d,_ The third queſtion is, whether 
all they are;damned which put Chriſt to 
death? Idarenotſoſay, ſeeing Curisrt 

prayed for them : Father forgiue. them , 

they know. not what'they doe. But this 


Tfay, Whoſoeuer of them dycd, not be. 


lecuing that. Perſon tobee the Sonne of 
God, the onely Mediatour betwixt God

The 2. benefit is remiſcion of ſinnes. 
Bleſſed is the man whoſe ſinnes are forgi- 
uen, coucred and not imputed.

firſt reſurreRion , and are in Chriſt the 
life it ſelfe?the Diuell cannor pluck them 
away finally fror. God, whichare writts 
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bloud of the Lambe, Hell cannot tertt:. 
fe them , vvhich patiently looke for an 
inheritance in Heauen. There is no dam. 
nation (faith the Apoſtle) to them which 
are in Chriſt, which walke not after the 
fleſh, but after the Spirit. We are in Chriſt 
by eleRion before the world was made. 

Wearecalled to Chriſt by the word,after 
the world was made. We arc inſtified by 
a lively faith, the obedience ofthe Son of
